of certain men and belongs to the same 
class. 

Fou will be surprised to find that in 
nineteen cases out of twenty these 
faces are always the same in those 
saloon windows. Then I would always 
scratch the names of the men whose 
pictures I saw the saloon-keepers 
wanted. Birds of a feather nearly al- 
ways flock together. If a candidate for 
a civic office trains with the saloon- 
keepers and the dive owners, and the 
gamblers and the reprobates, you 
ought to fight him. No matter what 
ticket he may be on, fight him to his 
political death. 

“This statement naturally brings me 
to the last, and perhaps the most im- 
portant heading of all the discussion. 
If you refuse to vote for a man who Is 
a candidate for municipal] office, and 
whom the bad men want, then comes 
the practical question: Aré you and I, 
as Christian men and church members, 


and lend our personal aid to the good 
men of our cities who are trying to 
nominate and elect good city attorneys 
and good political heads of our fire 
departments and, honest men who wil! 
purge our municipalities of corru 
tion? 
“It is nonsense for ministers to sit 
back in their ecclesiastical robes and 
say, It is not our business to touch 
city politics.. When a moral issue is 
at stake, it is the business of the 
churches, and the business of all church 
members to go to the primaries and 
help nominate the men who ought to 
be nominated, and help elect those hon- 
est men after they have been placed in 
nomination. If the members of the 
churches would only stand side by side 
at the ballot box, and in the primaries, 
as the saloon-keepers and the owners 
of the places of evil resorts stand side 
by side, the day would not be far dis- 
tant when all cities would be redeemed 
and of political corruption, 
even as our United States courtrooms 


ceased to be a stench in the nostrils of 
all decent people.

Take Jap’s Trunk Out on Sidewalk, 
Open it With Ax and Help Them- 
selves to Contents—Their Victims 
Thought Thieves Were Policemen 
and Dared Not Resist. 


Two yeggmen waxed bold early yes- 
terday morning and carried out one of 
the most reckless robberies in the 
city’s history.

There was no attempt at concealment 
and when the robbers departed, leav- 
ing the broken trunk on the walk, 
they hooted and jeered at the house. 

The patrolman on the beat has many 
blocks to cover and was some distance 
away from the scene of the robbery 
when it ocourred. 

Karaki and his family and a couple 
of lodgers had retired about an hour 
before the entry was made. 

When they were aroused by the 
crooks they dared neither to call for 
help nor to make attempt at resist- 
ance. The place had been raided two 
weeks before by the police, who had 
discovered a blind pig there, and the 
Japanese said they thought more offi- 
cers had swooped down upon them.

EVEN POLICE BECOME ALARMED 
AT STATE OF THINGS.

Phil Runner Is Slugged and Re- 
lieved of Money and Watch by 
Pair of Footpade—Houwr Later 
Edward Lloyd of Pasadena Is Way- 
laid and Badly Bruised. 


Hold-up men infested East Second 
street Saturday night. Phil Runner of 
No, 719 Ceres avenue was slugged and 
robbed of a good-sized sum of money. 
and Edward Lioyd was badly battered 
before he escaped from the footpads. 
The increasing number of daring high- 
way robberies are beginning to alarm 
the police. 3 

While Runner was standing at Second 
street and Central avenue about 10 
o'clock, waiting for an electric car, he 
suddenly became aware that some one 
was stealing up behind him. Before 
Runner could turn around, a tall, stout 
man passed his arms around his waist 
and pinioned his arms behind him. 

A ‘short struggle ensued, in which 
Runner was dragged along Central ave- 
nue, a short distance toward Second 
street. By that time a second thug 
appeared, and ordered him to throw up 
his hands. Runner looked up and saw 
a small man, with his hat pulled well 
down over his eyes, holding a revolver 
in a threatening manner. 

While the man with the gun searched 
Runner's pockets, the man who was 
holding the victim from behind seemed 
very uneasy. The robbers secured a 
purse containing $47.50, a silver watch 
and some valuable papers. 

The tall footpad struck Runner a vi- 
cious blow as the short man pocketed 
the booty, and when the victim came 
to his senses, he was alone. 

Runner describes the thug with the 
revolver as a man about 5 feet 5 inches 
tall, dark hair and mustache, black 
hat, dark clothes, and a white man 
about 35 years old. 

Lioyd escaped from two hold-up men 
‘about an hour after Runner had been 
robbed. Lloyd was at Second and Los 
Angeles streets, but the several wit- 
nesses gave him no assistance. The 
police are of the opinion that the men 
who attacked Lioyd were the same pair 
that robbed Runner. 

After an officer had assisted Lloyd 
to the Receiving Hospital, and he was 
revived sufficiently to talk, he said that 
he was passing along Second street, 
east of San Pedro street, when two 
men accosted him and ordered him to 
throw up his hands. Lloyd told the 
police that he turned upon the men, 
and one, a Mexican, tried to pull his 
arms behind him. Lloyd struck him. 

Lioyd fought desperately, although 
weakened by the effects of a collision 
between a buggy in which he was rid- 
ing and a Santa Monica car a month 
ago, and succeeded in getting aw@y. 
His assailant struck him on the head 
several times with a blunt instrument, 
inflicting several ugly wounds. Lloyd 
lives in Pasadena.

THROW HIM OFF TRAIN. 


Hot Fight on Cars Between This City 
and Oxnard Results in Serious 
Injury. 

In a brawl between several Indian 
laborers and a crowd of white ranch- 
ers on Southern Pacific train No. 22.

dians were seriously injured. The two 
factions boarded the train at Oxnard 
and the fight occurred shortly after- 
ward.

They had been drinking 
and the white ranchers were under 
the influence of liquor. After a pitched 
battle in which all non-combatants 
were driven from the rear coach, Ol- 
vias was tossed off the train. 

C. W. Catlin, a Burbank constable, 
boarded the car and arrested Cottell 
and Duprey after restoring order. They 
were turned over to detectives upon 
arrival here this morning. Olvias was 
picked up by the crew after the train 

been backed up two miles and 
was sent to the Receiving Hospital. 


New Fashions in Rings. 

A very pretty and fanciful-looking 
finger ring, that is one of the advance 
couriers of the Chirstmas present sea- 
son, has made its appearance in the 
shop of a prominent London jeweler. 

It is an ordinary cirebst of gold, set 
with a small cluster of gems, and from 
it depends a slender, little golden 
chain, from which hangs a specimen 
pear, pear-shaped, and of an exceed- 
ingly lustrous and satin-like “skin.”

A companion ring for a woman to 
wear upon her little finger has a trio 
of October's stone, the opal, set at an 
acute angle across the broad band. 
The silver ia absolutely plain and 
looks very effective. A silver serpent 
ring is another hark back to a form of 
ornament fashionable many years 380. 
with big rubies or emeralds for eyes, 
and smaller stones sprinkled over the 
tail. 

Cross-over gold rings, so called be- 
cause they are set with a couple of 
large gems, one curved to the right 
and the other to the left, are popular 
as the symbol of a betrothal, and dia- 
monds are almost invariably the gems 
required for such a tender badge of 
love.—{London Mail. 


Inertia of the Nerves. 


The researches and experiments of 
Messrs. Broce and Richet have led 
them to the conclusion that the cere- 
bral system is incapable of perceiv- 
ing more than an average of ten sep- 
arate tmpressions per second.

Imagine the sensation of crawling into

To avoid this, men who work in the 
mines have found that a snake will 
not go near thi: oktea, and they have 
built elosely knit ‘ences around their 
tents, with little gates to go in and 
out, and beyond this the rattler will 
not penetrate. It was first the In- 
dians of the who discovered 
this deadly shrub, and they got the 
secret from birds and animals, which, 
to protect their young, travel some- 
tunes many miles back and forth 
bringing the thorns with which to 
cover their little nesta. Gophers and 
other small animals there cover their 
nests in this manner.
